While Congress at an early date had directed surveys to be madZat the 
expense of the claimants, Govenor St. Clair found this i111 met, as the 
farmers had no funds, 

About the period of 1790. the Indians had became hostile, Militia 
men were trained to preserve the hard won frontiers, The Indians had 
been forced into area's not to their liking. The land was poorer, and 
there had been a decided declins in Indian trades 

In spite of Indian raids<peor crops due to little or no ratation at 
that time, adversities ard hard ships galore. Vincennes grew and prospered. 
By 1850 the population was 1,849. By 1875 it had reached 8,000. 

In 1793 Vincennes wag hard hit by a plague of amall pox, Death claimed 
a heavy toll, 

in May of 1800, She Territory of Indiana was organised, including in 
its boundaries Michigan and Dilinois. Under the name of Knox County, and 
its capital was established at Vincennes.danuary 1601, General filliam Henry 
Harrison entered hid dutios as Govenor oi the Territory, 

While many parts of theses leter states had been settled for more than 
50 years, the Territory was but a wilderness. There was a gain in Indian 
trade at. Vincennes, The Indians sold pelts tc the traders at Vincennes, 
These pslts went to detrait packed dried, 100 pounds to a pack. A boat 
could carry LO packs, At Detroit skins and furs were exchanged fox blankets, 
knives, guns, powder and liqiucr,. And other items the good folka at Vincennes 
sould not produce,

Peter Harrackman was born between 17),2-1746. Peter was a member of 
the large Bergman family group, who came from the Palatinate section of 
Germany to the Anerican Colonies, 

Peter Barraczman served under Captain Moses Chaplin, year of 1767, in 
the Colonial French-indicn Wars in Maryland, Serving at ths sams time was 
John Barrackman, who undoubtedjy was closely related to Peter, and also a 
member of the Bergnan tribes. 

The name Bergman became Barracknan at a later date, and many othsr 
corruptions appear fran tams to tine, 

Eerly records prove that Peter Barracknan had many brothers » some of 
these brothers accompany Peter into Pennsylvania, Others settled at an early 
Gate in Maryland and West Vir ginia(Vir¢ginia).Around this same area of time 
other family groups settle in New York and Vermont, 

Nost of these early Barracionans fought in the Revolutionary War, In 
Pennsylvania they served from Lancaster-Coester—CumberlandALLeghny-Bedford= 

‘ Westmoreland=Philadei phie ,Countics. 

In Virginia men fought from Berkeley and Jefferson Comties, Som 
entered into "Kaintucky". ome served fe that area. 

Quite 2a clan of Barracimans served from New York State, 

Teles have been handsd down eter. *® generation about the Barricknen's 
who wore "Hessian"scldiers., They came to th onies as soldiers, deserted, 
and joined their Bergzan Kin. There are many descendsnis of this proup Living 
in Tllinois today. 

Peter leaves Maryland with his wife Elisabeth Antis, We next hsar of 
him at Fort Dunmore(Fort Putt). 

Peter Barrackman operates a "Ferry Service", on the river noar Fort Patt. 
1776< During the war of the HXevelution, reter ran supplies 3 food, anunition, 
end wen, for the cause of freedom for the American Colonists. 

Wa find Peter esttled in Westmoreland County-Elizabeth Township in 
1782, at which time he owned four hundred (100) acres of lar af and a large 
amount of farm animale. We aes note thet he either cwned or employed ono 
(1) person of color, but histery dogs not sy that this person of colar was 
@ Slave, However. Peter seers ‘to have visitad the Northwest Territory before 
this period of timo._17823 and he may have left eoema of his older sons at 
Pogt Vincennes, Peter had ix(6é)children ia 17825
